Mrs. Herbert Gowen entertained 
the wives of the clergv at luncheon 
on April 29th and we were among 
those present.

GALLAUDET COLLEGE 


GIFT BY MAJOR JARVIS 

Four institutions receive outright 
legacies totalling $7,000 and the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary So¬ 
ciety of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church eventually receives $10,000 
under the will of Major Nathan Stur¬ 
gis Jarvis, retired physician of the 
United States Army Medical Corps. 
Major Jarvis died April 20th, last. 

The Mission bequest is payable 
upon the death of the widow, Mary 
E. Jarvis, who receives $75,000, the 
residue of undetermined value and a 
life estate in $25,000. There are other 
personal bequests and the other insti¬ 
tutional legacies include $3,000 to the 
New York Academy of Medicine, 
$2,000 to the Army Medical School at 
Washington, D. C., and $1,000 each to 
St. John’s Guild of New York and the 
Army Relief Society of New York. 

The New York Historical Society 
gets a collection of Indian blankets, 
baskets and ‘wftier objects pertaining 
to the North American Indians,” and 
the New York Institution for the In¬ 
struction of the Deaf and Dumb 
receives a portrait of the late Reverend 
John Stanford, founder, of the organi¬ 
zation. 

Several years previous to the founding of 
the Institution, there were two diatinct at¬ 
tempts made in New York to instruct the 
deal The first effort was made by Rev. 
John Stanford, a man whose memory is still 
cherished as a bright example of piety and 
realous labor in behalf of the unfortunate. 
Finding in the almshouse, of which he was 
chaplain, several children whose cars were 
closed to the ordinary means of religious 
teaching, he made an effort to impart some 
instruction to them. For this purpose, he 
provided them with slates and taught them 
to write the names of some familiar objects; 
but for any further progress, peculiar pro¬ 
cesses of instruction were necessary, of which 
he had no knowledge. He consequently 
found himself compelled to await a more 
favorable period for the realization of his 
wishes. The opportunity at length came, as 
he was subsequently one of the founders of 
the Institution and a member of the Board 
of Directors 

In 1816, William Lee, Esq., on his return 
from Bordeaux, France, where he had been 
consul, brought a circular letter from Mr. F. 
Gard, the distinguished pupil of the Abbe 
St. Sernip, and for many years a teacher 
at the Institution o( Bordeaux. The letter 
was written in excellent English, which M. 
Gard had studied, and was addressed to
